Th# Report to Ba Presented to th* Gover­ 
nor Regarding th* State Institutions for 
th* Insane. 
St. Peter, Special, Sept 17.—The report of 
the officials of the hospitals for the insane will 
l»e sent to the governor in a few days. 
The 
report is for the twenty months preceding the 
31st day of July, 1884, and includes estimates 
of expenditures for the next two years. 
The 
report shows that there are 806 patients on the 
;ti11 at St Peter aud JST at Rochester, making 
a total of 1,193 at the two place*. This is an in­ 
crease of 330 in the twenty mouths, or an average 
increase of R% per month. The report says: 
The above figures at first sight seem start­ 
ling, and lead one to ask, 
“Are we all going 
crazy ?” But when we carefully consider the 
rapidly increasing population of our grow iug 
state, ever bearing in mind that we cannot in­ 
crease the population without increasing crim­ 
inals and insane proportionately, then the fig­ 
ures are not so Hurtling as they seem. 
The trustees have long been desirous of dis­ 
posing of the temporary buildings in St Peter, 
out owing to the rapid increase of insane they 
have not had sufficient room to dispense with 
the temporary buildings. 
The trustees in their 
report will ask the legislature to pass a hill 
allowing them to sell these buildings as soon 
thereafter as they can secure sufficient room 
without them. 
Tho report asks for expenses 
for tho next two years, as follows:

Polygamous Economies. 
From Harper’* Magazine. 
The private home routine of a polyga­ 
mous family is a m atter upon whieh so 
much curiosity is constantly expressed 
by my acquaintances that I venture to 
say here what little I know; but the 
reader must remember that less than 
ten per cent, of the voting Mormon 
population of Utah are polygamists. 
The polygamist as a rule, has accum­ 
ulated some property and owns a house 
before he takes a second and successive 
wives, though sometimes he begins by 
m arrying two or three at once. 
All of 
these marriages, however, except the 
first are made secretly by the Church, 
and no record of them is accessible. 
In the city, at least, it is seldom that 
different wives share the same quarters. 
In the country this is not so uncommon, 
but the natural unpleasantness follows 
iii most cases. 
The general method is 
to have a large house, the main part 
of which, perhaps, is occupied by the 
first wife and wings or additions by the 
successive candidates for marital honors. 
These 
large, straggling, 
hotel-like 
houses are common in Bali Lake City 
and mark a difference between it and a 
town of small houses like Cheyenne and 
most other western villages.

An E xplanation. 


Brainerd, Sept. 28, 1884. 
Editoi Dispatch: A report having been 
put in circulation to the effect that out­ 
side influences were brought to bear upoa 
m yself and other jurym en, before whom 
John Burns was tried at the recant term 
of the district court on an indictm ent for 
rape, to pervert our judgm ent aa jury­ 
men, I w ish to m ake the follow ing e x ­ 
planation. 
It appeared to m yself and 
tw o other jurym en that according to the 
evidence, particularly that o f the physi­ 
cian^ B arns’ attem pt to com m it rape 
was not successful, and w e were in favor 
of convicting him of an attem pt to com ­ 
m it rape, w hich offense is punishable 
w ith confinem ent at hard labor in the 
state prison. 
W e had no desire to ac­ 
quit him o f having com m itted an offense, 
neither could we conscientiously favor 
convicting him of an offense w hich we 
believed the evidence to show that he 
had not been successful in com m itting. 
W e did not deny his attcnpt to com m it 
the offense, but the law very plainly re­ 
cognizes the difference betw een ah a t­ 
tem pt and the actual perpetration of a 
crim e 
A fter the jury had been deliber­ 
ating for som e tim e w ithout having 
reached an agreem ent on a verdict, the 
judge inform ed them that a verdict could 
lie brought in for an attem pt to com m it 
rape. 
A ballot w as then taken on that 
proposition, aud each juror w ho had not 
been in favor o f conviction on the charge 
of actual rape, voted for conviction for 
the attem pt. 
Other jurors were deter­ 
m ined that Burns should be convicted 
for actual rape or not at all, and voted 
against conviction on this last proposi­ 
tion. 
If all had united on this, Burns 
w ould have been sentenced to not less 
than five years in the state prison, w hich 
punishm ent I then believed, and I still 
l>elieve, w ould be sufficiently severe, all 
the circum stances of the case considered. 
I m ost em phatically deny that my action 
as a juror w as influenced by any outside 
persons or.considerations, and tile report 
is so groundless that I am forced to be­ 
lieve Uiat it originated from m alice and 
a desire to do me an injury.

Tit* Black Death that flcourg'ed the World 
In the Fourteenth Century. 
Chicago Herald. 
The alarm excited by the cholera in 
Southern France recalls the hi dory of 
the {last epidemics, sonic of which, es­ 
pecially those of the middle ages, were 
so 
virulent 
and 
destructive 
that 
anything we 
have 
had or 
could 
have in 
this 
century 
would 
be 
insignificant. 
The plague, or black 
death, as it was commonly called, of th:* 
fourteenth century, was the most terri­ 
ble scourge of which any record has 
been preserved. 
To read of it now 
seems like some horrible dream, or 
1 some monkish vision of the infernal 
world. 
It appals the imagination, and 
shows 
what fearful 
ravages disease 
could make liefore man had become ac­ 
quainted with hygienic laws. 
The black death, which was an East­ 
ern plague, and actually desolated the 
w orld, got its name from the black spots 
caused by decomposition that appeared 
on the IkkIv of the sufferer. 
No statis­ 
tic* or health records were kept iii the 
dark ages; therapeutics was in its in­ 
fancy; ignorance aud indifference uni­ 
versally prevailed. We have very few 
data of the plague; we are unacquainted 
with its symptoms, its crisis or tin 
method of its infection. They must Ii a vt 
varied greatly at different times and in 
different places. 
The eases were more 
malignant and more widely fatal in Asia 
than in Europe, owing to the worse con­ 
dition of the people and the lower forms 
of civilization 
Everything ei ..nected with the pus* 
was hideous and revolting. 
Those at 
tack ell bv it suffered terribly. 
They 
had burning and unquenchable thirst, 
racking pains in the head and breast, 
lsiils and swellings all over the body, 
putrid inflammation of the lungs; they 
were a mass of corruption arid agony; 
they often begged to be killed to relievr 
them of their misery, and when they 
hail sufficient strength destroyed them­ 
selves. 
The great majority peril heil in 
two or three days; medicines were pow­ 
erless; the appearance of the black 
spots was the sign of doom. 
Nature, 
cruel as she is, was never more cruel 
than at that frightful period. 
While much that has been published 
concerning the plague is vague and ob­ 
viously fabulous, there is no rational 
doubt th it it had its rise in China dur­ 
ing tlie first part of the fourteenth cen­ 
tury, 
and tIi<*t it was preceded bv 
swarms of locusts, drought.!, famines, 
floods, 
tornadoes, 
earthquakes 
and 
volcanic eruptions throughout tho East, 
which destroyed vegetable and animal 
life fur and near. 
Smiler derange­ 
ments aud convulsions of nature were 
common in Euroj*e. 
All this unhe^val 
and disorder, with ihe attendant de* 
eonqiosition of matter 
and 
aniliid 
substance, 
is 
supposed 
to have 
caused some 
extra ordinary 
atm os­ 
pheric change hostile to human life, 
which acted like poison upon tim res* 
piritory organs always the first to tie 
attacked. 
Some writers of the time 
'ay that the steady progress of the epi­ 
tomic from east to west could Is* traced 
bv th** vitiated air, which resembles a 
cloud or b ize 
the cloud id fate, the 
haze of death. 
Scarcity of f»*>d and 
unwholesome living predisposed people 
Pi the disease, which constantly sore sd 
from infection and contagion. 
It made 
its way from China along the caravan 
rout* s 
westward. 
From 
tile north 
coast of tin* Black Sea it went Pi C->n 
-danPimple, tin nee Pi tim Italian nea- 
and throughout Europe, occupy­ 
ing til tee years in pa- log, bv

Thousands died from terror; the 
ties of humanity aud kindred wen 
broken: hn-.bands deserted then* wives, 
brothers their sisters, mothers their chil- , 
ii ran ; everybody wa* almorU-d by a wild 
ih-sire to save himself at ail hazards and 
at any price; anil yet salvation was ii.

It seemed as if the whole ra*« 
was doomed to destruction; as if de- 
•pair hail seized ami shuttered the human 
heart. 
The gigantic accumulation of horror* 
at once disorganized society and diabol- 
ized humanity. 
Superstition and igno­ 
rance. which are twin brothers, were 
scarcely less evils than the plague. 
, 
It is hard to estimate Hie loss of lib 
from the scourge. 
But it is computed 
that 13JKK).OOO perished in ('luna. an.I 
elsewhere in the East a1 s.ut 25,000,000 
more. 
Germany lost nearly I,SOO,OOO; 
Italy half its entire population; London 
akiue au excess of 100,000. 
In Europe 
fully 30,000,000 must have died, and in 1 
all quarters of the glolie not far from 
IO,'(IOO,OOO of people 
a number that* 
shocks the senses and well nigh destroys 
one’s faith in nature. 
Bilch conditions or such a p!agu< 
would not be possible now. 
No pesti­ 
lence eau be very pernicious to-day. 
In tliis era of intelligence, reason and 
“science we know how to deal with epi­ 
demics and have little cause to dread 
them.

T. Johnson at Hays rille, Green# 
county. Johnson left Greensville armed with a 
double-bai'raled shotgun in a buggy, in com­ 
pany with a negro. 
They rode twelve miles 
into 
the 
country* 
and 
spent 
the 
rem ainder of the night in a stable. 
Learn­ 
ing that Henry was in a store near by, John­ 
son rushed out, took Henry by surprise, and 
shot him twice. 
The first shot took effect iu 
the body and the second in the temple, kill­ 
ing lleury instantly. 
Officers who had started 
in pursuit of Johnson met him returning, hav­ 
ing already surrendered to a local officer. 
C apt Johnson has been in pursuit of Maj. 
Henry for several weeks, but tbe latter had 
been hiding in the mountains. 
The begin­ 
ning of the horrible affair was iu a scandal. 
More than a year ago Henry seduced the wife 
of Johnson at Greenville. 
When the matter 
beeline public Johnson’s wife went to Indian­ 
apolis to her people. 
Maj. Henry’ followed, 
but her sou threatened to shoot Henry. 
The 
son informed his father, who was then at 
Knoxville. 
Correspondence between Johnson 
and wife ensued, in which the wife acknowl­ 
edged her guilt 
Soon after she committed 
suicide, being at the time insane. 
John­ 
son 
swore to kill 
Henry on sight, 
but 
Heurv eluded 
him 
Capt 
Johnson 
was

and wife hoarded at the same hotel at Green 
vMle, where Henry also boarded. 
Henrv wa 
about fifty years old and had a wife and chil­ 
dren iu New York. 
C apt Johnson was for 
many years an efficient worker in the repub­ 
lican ranks of Indiana, the personal friend of 
the late Senator Morton ami Gov. Porter and a 
lawyer of extensive practice. 
For some years 
past he has been unfortunate iu more wavs 
than one—his troubles comprising ill health and 
financial embarrassment, as well as the tragic 
fate of his wife.

The Report to Be Presented to the Gover­ 
nor R egarding the State In stitu tion s for 
the Insane. 
St. Petek, Special, Sept 17.—The report of 
the officials of the hospitals for the insane will 
l>e sent to the governor in a few days. 
The 
report is for the tweuty mouths preceding the 
31 st day of July, 1884, aud includes estimates 
of expenditures for the next two years. 
The 
report shows that there are 806 patients ou the 
;*oll at S t Peter aud 387 at Rochester, making 
a total of 1,193 at the two places. This is au in­ 
crease of 330in the twenty mouths, or an average 
increase of 16^' per month. 
The report says: 
The above figures at first sight seem start­ 
ling, and lead one to ask, 
“ Are we all going 
crazy V Rut when we carefully consider the 
rapidly increasing population of our grow iug 
state, ever hearing m mind that we cannot in­ 
crease the population without increasing crim­ 
inals aud insane proportionately, then the fig­ 
ures are not so startling as they seem. 
The trustees have long been desirous of dis­ 
posing of the temporary buildings in S t Peter, 
out owing to the rapid increase of insane they 
have not had sufficient room to dispense with 
the temporary buildings. 
The trustees in their 
report will ask the legislature to pass a bill 
allowing them to sell these buildings as soon 
thereafter as they can secure sufficient room 
without them. 
Tne report asks for expenses 
for tho next two years, as follows:

They knew what tney were about 
And they have not made a mistake when they 
have taken the one most conspicuous person in 
civil life in America.

story before somebody who does not know any­ 
thing about the case 
And that is the attempt 
in these charges against Mr. Blaine. 
There 
are four of these letters—all that Mr. Schurz 
quoted in his speech and in his letter—and I 
should like to nave them printed and put into 
tho hands of every Republican voter in Massa- 
ehuetts. 
All there is of them is the charge that 
when Mr. Blaine reminded his correspondent of 
a perfectly honest and righteous ruling, he did it 
not innocently aud honestlyt but for a corrupt 
purpose, and to imply that if he could make a 
trade with the man lie would do him such a fa­ 
vor again.

From Harper’s Magazine. 
The private borne routine of a polyga­ 
mous family is a matter upon which so 
much enriosity is constantly expressed 
by my acquaintances that I venture to 
say here what little I know; but the 
reader must remember that less than 
ten per cent, of the voting Mormon 
population of Utah are polygamists. 
The polygamist as a rule, lias accum­ 
ulated some property and owns a house 
before he takes a second and successive 
wives, though sometimes he begins by 
marrying two or three at once. 
All of 
these marriages, however, except the 
first are made secretly by the Church, 
and no record of them is accessible. 
In the city, at least, it is seldom that 
different wives share the same quarters. 
In the country this is not so uncommon, 
but the natural unpleasantness follows 
in most cases. 
The general method is 
to have a large house, the main part 
of which, perh*]»0, is occupied by the 
first wife and wings or additions by the 
successive candidates for marital honors. 
These 
large, straggling, 
hotel-like 
houses are common in Hall Lake City 
and mark a difference between it ami a 
town of small houses like Cheyenne and 
most other western villiages. 
In many 
ctuea, however, the husband sets up his 
w ives in separate homes, either side by 
side or in different parts of the city. In 
any case each hasJierown kitchen-gar- 
den,* etc. 
I have in mind 
a wealthy 
digintary of the church 
whom 
you 
might eaisly have mistaken for the late 
Peter Cooper and who 
is possessed 
of 
seven 
wives. 
Each 
of 
these 
women 
has 
some 
farming 
and 
garden ground of her own ami all 
are greatly devoted to rearing 
bees. 
With the help of their grown children 
they each raise a large amount of pro­ 
duce and honey annually. The hnsband 
acts as their agent. 
He hives their 
swarms of bees and charges them for it ; 
he renders special aid when called up­ 
on and is paid for it; he sells their 
crops and honey when it is ready and 
credits each 'rife w'ith her due share. 
Most of them live in suites of apartments 
under the roof of his great house in 
town, but the first wife has a l*eautifu! 
farm of her own a little ont of the oity, 
to which she and her children have re­ 
tired, to end their days in peaceful in­ 
dependence. 
The way in which this old gentleman 
has alw’ays arranged his domestic life is 
reported to Tie thus: 
He had certain 
rooms in his house where he kept his 
lied, his w ardrobe, liis books and saw 
any visitors who called upon him. Her* 
he was a bachelor and here he staid 
every other day and night. 
On alter­ 
nate days and nights he was the guest of 
one or another of his wives in regulai 
rotation, devoting the one day (iu this 
case fortnightly) which was hers dili­ 
gently to her society. 
Of oournj this 
routine was not invariable, but for the 
most part it was regularly followed.

In regard to duty, let me, in conclu­ 
sion of this hasty letter, inform you 
that nearly a hundred years ago there 
w as a remarkable gloom and darkness 
—still knowui as the dark day—A day 
when the light of the sun was slowly 
extinguished as if by an eclipse. 
The 
Legislature of Connecticut was in ses­ 
sion, and as the members saw the unex­ 
pected and unaccountable darkness com­ 
ing on they shared in the general awe 
and terror. 
It was supposed by many 
that the last day-^the day of judgment 
had come.

Then there arose an old 
Puriten legislator,Davenport, of Stam­ 
ford, who said if the day had come he

ness in that man’s mind—the quietness 
of heavenly w isdom- - an inflexible w ill­ 
ingness to obey present duty.

An Explanation. 
Brainerd, Sept. 23, 1834. 
Editoi Dispatch: A report having been 
put in circulation tp the effect that out­ 
side influences were brought to bear upon 
myself and other jurym en, before whom 
John Burns was tried at the recont term 
of the district court on an indictment for 
rape, to pervert our judgm ent as jury- 
men, I wish to make the following ex­ 
planation. 
It appeared to myself and 
two other jurymen that according to the 
evidence, particularly that of the physi­ 
cian! , B arns’ attem pt to commit rape 
was not successful, and wc were in favor 
of convicting him of an attem pt to com­ 
m it rape, which offense is punishable 
w ith confinement at hard labor ia the 
state prison. 
We had no desire to ac­ 
quit him of having committed an offense, 
neither could we' conscientiously favor 
convicting him of an offense which we 
believed the evidence to show that he 
had not been successful in committing. 
We did not deny his attenpt to commit 
the offense, but the lawr very plainly re­ 
cognizes the difference between an at­ 
tem pt and the actual perpetration of a 
crime. 
After the jury had been deliber­ 
ating for some time without having 
reached an agreement on a verdict, the 
judge informed them that a verdict could 
be brought in for an attem pt to commit 
rape. 
A ballot was then taken on that 
proposition, and each juror who had not 
boen in favor of conviction on the charge 
of actual rape, voted for conviction for 
the attem pt. Other jurors were deter­ 
mined that Burns should be convicted 
for actual rape or not at all, and voted 
against conviction on this last proposi­ 
tion. 
If all had united on this, Burns 
would have been sentenced to not less 
than five years in the state prison, which 
punishm ent I then believed, and I still 
believe, would be sufficiently severe, all 
the circumstances ef the case considered. 
I most em phatically deny that my action 
as a juror was influenced by any outside 
persons or considerations, and the report 
is so groundless that I am forced to be 
licve that it originated from malice and 
a desire to do me an injury.

T he B lack D eath tlia t Hco u r ted the W orld 
in th e F ourteen th C entury. 
Chicago Herald. 
The alarm excited by the cholera in 
Southern France recalls the history of 
the past epidemics, some of which, es­ 
pecially those of the m iddle ages, were 
so 
virulent 
and 
destructive 
that 
I anything 
we 
have 
had 
or 
could 
i have 
in 
this 
century 
would 
be 
i insignificant. 
The plague, or black 
| death, as it was commonly called, of tic 
j fourteenth century, was the most terri- 
I ble scourge of which any record has 
I been preserved. 
To read of it now 
I seems like some horrible dream , or 
1 some 
m onkish vision of the infernal 
world. 
It appals the im agination, and 
I shows 
what fearful 
ravages disease 
could make liefore man had become a«* j 
i quainted with hygienic laws. 
The black death, which was an East* j 
j era plague, ami actually desolated the ; 
world, got its name from the black spots J 
i caused by decomposition that appeared j 
on the body of the sufferer. 
No statis­ 
tics or health records were kept iu th.* 
dark ages; therapeutics was in its m- j 
! fancy; ignorance and indifference uni 
versa! ly prevailed. 
We have very few 
data of the plague; we are unacquainted j 
with 
its sym ptom s, its crisis or tin ! 
m ethod of its infection. They m ust hav« 
varied greatly at different times and iu 
different places. 
The cases were more 
m alignant and more widely fatal in Asia 
than in E urope, owing to the worse eon- \ 
dition of the people and the lower forms 
of civilization 
E verything c» ..nected with the pest 
was hideous and revolting. 
Those at 
tacked bv it suffered terribly. 
They 
had burning and unquenchable thirst, 
racking pains in the head and breast, : 
boils and swellings all over the body, ‘ 
putrid inflammation of the lungs; thev 
j were a mass of corruption and agony; 
they often begged to be killed toreliev* 
I them of their misery, and when tl»e\ 
had sufficient strength destroyed them ­ 
selves. 
The great m ajority perished in 
two or three days; medicines were now - j 
ericas; the appearance of the black 
spots was the sign of doom. 
Nature, 
cruel as she is, was never more cruel 
than at that frightful period. 
W hile much that has lieen published 
! concerning the plague is vague and o!>- 
viously fabulous, there is no rational 
doubt tb it it had its rise in China d u r­ 
ing the first part of tin* fourteenth cen­ 
tury, 
und that it was 
preceded bv 
swarms of locusts, drought*, famines, 
floods, 
tornadoes, 
earthquakes 
and 
volcanic eruptions throughout the E ast, 
whieh d stro ied vegetable and animal 
life fur ami 
near. 
Sm iiar derange- 
moot* and convulsion* of nature were 
common in Luroj*e. 
All this unit* aval 
aud disorder, with the attendant de- 
conqiOMitiou 
of 
m atter 
and 
animal 
Mllist ance, 
is 
supposed 
to 
have 
j caused some 
ex* rsnrdinary 
atnu*s- 
pheric change hostile to human life, 
j which a* ted like poison upon the res- 
piritory organs 
always the first to be 
attacked, 
Some writers of the time 
-ay that the steady pr<vrt-*s of the epi- 
j lernie from east to west eould Is* traced 
bv the vitiated air, which resembles a 
cloud or haze 
the cloud of fate, the 
haze of death. 
Scarcity of food and 
unwholesome living prediqsau-d people 
to the disease, which constantly spread 
j from infection and contagion. 
It mad** 
i its way from China along the caraian 
ro*:t« s 
westward. 
From 
the 
north 
t"Oil'd of the Black Sea it went to Con- 
-tantiUople, t!u nee t*» tie* Italian sea 
purl* and throughout Europe, occupy­ 
ing tnree years in pa-* .mg, by x m ight 
circle, 
from 
Constantinople, 
thence 
around to Russia. 
The ravages of th«* plague w»*re fright­ 
ful beyond conception. 
Death ^talked 
through the world, mowing down hi-* 
victims everywhere. 
Everv form of an­ 
imal life was a.-nailed. 
Thousands of j 
orpses were cast into huge pits, dug 
for the purpose; lakes and rivers were 
•onsecrated, that the dead might Is* 
thrown into them, thus avoidir g tin 
lr**;*d and danger of infection. 
Fa '**n 
gers aud crews were stricken down at 
sea; often iioIkhIv was left aifve on ves­ 
sels, which, loaded with putrefying hu­ 
manity, Were borne aimlessly by the in - 
fecved winds and finally driven to shore, 
where they spr«*a*l the contagion over 
the laud. 
The moral effects of the 
scourge w>re as bod as the physical ef­ 
fects. 
Thousands died from terro r; th t 
ties of hum anity and kindred w*r* 
broken; httslsuids deserted then* wives, 
brothers their sister*, mother* their chil­ 
dren ; everybody wa* ateorl**d by a wild 
d*-*ir« to >-ave himself at all hazards am; 
at any price; and yet salvation wa© in 
most cases irnjHVisible, almost hope 
less. 
If seemed sis if the whole race 


1 was doomed to destruction; as if de­ 
spair had seized and shattered the human 
heart. 
The gigantic accum ulation of horrors 
at once disorganized society ami diaboi- 
ized hum anity. 
Superstition and igno­ 
rance, which are twin brothers, were 
scarcely less evils than the plague. 
, 
It is hard to estim ate the loss of lift 
from the scourge. 
But it is com puted 
that 13,000.000 perished in China, an*! 
elsewhere iu the Ea-t aliout 25,000,000 
more. 
G erm any lost nearly 1,800,000; 
Italy half its entire population; London 
j alone au excess of 100.000. 
In Europe 
fully 30,000,000 m ust have died, and in 1 
all quarters of the glolie not far from 
TO,000,000 of people 
a num ber that * 
shocks the senses and well nigh destroys 
! one’s faith in nature. 
Such conditions or such a plague 
would not be possible now. 
No pesti- 
lence can be very pernicious to-day. 
In this era of intelligence, reason and 
•science we know how to deal with epi­ 
demics and have little cause to dread 
them. 


A H ealthful Habit. 


One of the best evidences that tht 
American people of this generation live 
better than their fathers did is found in 
the steady and rapid grow th of the trade 
in tropical fruits. 
It is not many years 
since the great m ajority of people scarce­ 
ly knew what a banana was, and con­ 
sidered oranges and lemons as luxuries 
to be afforded only in sickness or on 
great occasions, 
Now, not only these, 
but other tropical fruits, are bought and 
eaten alm ost as generally and freely as 
apples, and the consumption of melons, 
peaches, pears, plum s and berries is 011 j 
the same universal and extensive scale. 
This is a change whicd tends not only 
.to gratify the taste, but to prom ote 
health, which is the foundation of hnm ai 
happiness, ami is of advantage to every­ 
body. 
There is little danger th at any j 
com m unity will spend too much money 
for rijie ami sound fruit.
